Ray Bietz 
opposed to 
shop mart 


Ray Bietz, San Fran- 
cisco attorney and Albany 
resident since 1969, says 
one of the main reasons he 
entered the council race is 
to insure that a shopping 
center is not built on Uni- 
versity Village land. 

‘Although some say 
there is doubt it will ever 
happen, the new full coun- 
cil might be in favor. It 
would change the charac- 
ter of the city and hurt the 
nearby Middle School,” 
Bietz said. 

Bietz favors the city’s 
purchase of the Tevlin 
one-acre parcel for open 
space since, she said, the 
land would be ‘‘lost 
forever’ if it is not ob- 
tained soon and Middle 
School will be developed 
even if money is diverted 
from it for Tevlin. 

Bietz opposed the recall 
effort, mainly, he said, on 
the basis of its resulting i in 
a special election within 
two months of the regular 
election. As for the forced 
resignation of former City

Robert Good, a physics 
teacher at California State 
University, Hayward, is 
vigorously objecting to the 
proposed shopping center 
on University Village land. 

“There is no need for it. 
The center would hurt pre- 
sent business in Albany. It 
would hurt the residential 
character of the city and 
bond issue financing might 
be a great burden if re- 
venues are not sufficient,” 
he said. 

Good is also worried 
about the possible high 
cost of city acquisition of a 
Tevlin Avenue one-a¢cre 
parcel, although he favors 
the concept of open space. 

He was neutral in the re- 
call campaign, he said, 
and prefers to set aside 
questions relating to 
former City Administrator 
rhein Turner’ s forced res-

trator James Turner, he 
said, ‘‘Those council mem- 
bers seeking his departure 
did not make a solid case 
and this led to the recall. I 
don’t know enough to say it 
was justified, but I heard 
reasons which would seem 
to support it.” 

The new city adminis- 
trator, William Haden, ap- 
pears to be competent, 
with a sense of humor and 
an ability to deal with city 
poopens with dispatch, 

erling said. 

Berling, a member and 
former chairman of the 
Albany Park and Recrea- 
tion Commission, is op- 
posed to plans for divert- 
ing money from the Middle 
School Park development 
to city purchase of open 
space on Tevlin Avenue. 

“Tt is too locked in. We 
need a different approach 
to our open space needs,” 
he said. 

Berling, a local resident 
for 25 years, said he pref- 
ers lower residential de- 
nsities for Albany Hill, 
which he believes will re- 
sult in higher-quality con- 
struction. More dense 
housing would encourage a 
transient population at the 
expense of the city’s em- 
phasis on family he said. 

As for hill owners’ prior 
investments, he said, ‘‘The 
city is not created to help 
people in their invest- 
ments.” 

Berling would consider 
height and other limita- 


tions upon future Gateview 
condominium develop- 
mcnt, although he has no 
major objections to the de- 
velopment thus far. Addi- 
tional construction of very 
tall buildings would affect 
the Albany hill skyline and 
have other negative re- 
sults, he said. 

He strongly supports 

lans for the future water- 
ront marina, but is pes- 
simistic about obtaining 
outside financing. 

_ Of the past council, Berl- 
ing said, “It was appallin 

to see well-intentione 

people on both sides act as 
they have. It was not the 
way for Albany to prog- 
ress.’ 

Berling, 47, is publisher 
of the weekly ‘‘Soccer 
America.”’ 

He has been chairman of 
the Albany Committee for

bany, whereas the Tevlin 
property is near the 
already-existing Terrace 
Park, said Lewis. 

The long-planned and 


urgently needed Middle 
School Park development 
would include tennis 


courts, soccer and softball 
field and a full-size track 
for sixth, seventh and 
eighth graders, he said. 

‘The Tevlin acquisition 
could set the Middle School 
Park back three or four 
years if they go ahead with 
lans for diverting park 
funds to the Tevlin purch- 
ase,” Lewis added. 

If Tevlin could be fi- 
nanced through some other 
method not affecting the 
Middle School Park de- 
velopment, this would be 
beneficial, he said. 

Lewis said he was not 
involved in the recall con- 
troversy, adding, “I didn’t 
have any feeling about it 
one way or the other.” He 
formed no judgment about 
the forced resignation of 
former City Administrator 
James Turner because “I 
really didn’t know Turner 
well.” 

Of the new city ad- 
ministration, William Ha- 
den, Lewis said, ‘‘He’s 
doing an acceptable job, at 
least that’s my feeling 
from contact with him as a 
member of the City Park 
and Recreation Commis- 


sion.” 

The candidate would like 
to see full development of 
the Gateview con-, 
dominiums on Albany Hill, 
but he doubts that this will 
be possible before the 
city-permit period expires 


in 1982. Subsequent negoti- 
ations could involve new 
provisions for ny ng and 
other matters, he said. 

The council decision 

anting slightly higher - 

an - recommended resi- 
dential densities on Albany 
hill was fair, as evidenced 
by testimony from two 
members of the land-use 
citizens committee who 
changed their minds and 
supported the higher de- 
nsities in some areas, 
Lewis added. 

Lewis favors the prop- 
osed marina, recognizing 
that financing problems 
loom. Although he has re- 
servations about the prop- 
osed corre J center on 
University Village land, he 
is “not totally opposed.” 
The center is “not likely to 
happen,” he said. 

ewis, 43, has been a 
local resident for 18 years, 
serving on the City Park 
and Recreation Commis- 
sion. He is past president 
and current vice president 
of the Albany Little 
League, was the CYO bas- 
ketball manager, a 
member of the Albany 
Booster Club and was a 
volunteer worker for the 
Camp Fire Girls.

However, he 
believes that the council's 
compromise decision al- 
lowing somewhat higher 
densities than proposed by 
a land-use committee is 


Griffin said he would like 00d 


to see the Middle School 
Park development proceed 
as fast as possible. 

He would have favored a 
committee’s plan for Al- 
bany Hill that would have 
required lower density de- 
velopment. Although the 
proposed ShOpEng center 
in a portion of the Univer- 
sity Village area faces 
many obstacles, its com- 
pletion would benefit the 
city, Griffin said. 

Griffin, 28, was born and 
raised in New York City, 
and in Albany served as 
city councilman from 1974 
until last November. He 
was chairman of the 
County Library Commis- 
sion and served on the 
executive board of the As- 
sociation of Bay Area Gov- 
ernments. He is a member 
of the seaport policy com- 
mittee of the Metropolitan 
Transportation Commis- 
sion and of the property 
tax reform task force of 
the League of California 
Cities. 

He holds a civil en- 
gineering degree and a 
master of science degree, 
and expects to receive his 
Ph.D in earthquake en- 
gineering, all from UC- 
Berkeley.
